The letters, which were kept secret by 
agreemetit of counsel, were said to show 
that methods had been pursued in order to 
compel the French investors to meet the 
calls for money on their underwriting af- 
ter they had been given to understand 
through a cablegram sent by the Trust

Baron Calve Rogniat and M. Schreyer, 
a banker, were the heaviest subscribers. 
While both were much disappointed over 
the misunderstanding as to the success 
of the underwriting here, they were stated 
to stand ready to pay their shares. Finally 
the situation apparently had been explain- 
ed to the satisfaction of every one and 
preparations were made for the first call 
upon the underwriters July 23 for 25 per 
ecnt of the subscription, to be followed 
by the second, payable Aug. 1, for the 
sume amount. 

Then came the exciting portion of the 
eorrespondence. The banking house of 
Morgan, Uarjes & Co. had been selected 
to receive payments to be cabled at once 
to the Mercantile Trust company of New 
York, but the subscribers having not come 
forward on July 2, to which day the pay- 
ménts had been postponed, and on July 28 
a letier stated that Mr. Alexander had 
changed his tone with regard to the sit- 
uation. The writer is quoted. 

“While it may be true that these under- 
writers were not treated properly by Young 
in leaving them under the impression for 
®0 iong a time that all the bonds had been 
sold, yet that has heen well atoned for by 
the patience and care with which we have 
in the last week given explanation after 
éxplanation to all parties. They are now 
all in default from the 25th, and I have 
told Oppenheim to notify each one that their 
ingividual Hability in case that money is 
not in New York in time to make the pay- 
ment will not be limited to the amount of 
their securities, but that there will be con- 
sequential damages to every party con- 
nected with the affair."’

SCHWAB’S COUNSEL ANGRY, 
COMPLAINS TO REFEREE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.-~—Attorney 
Guthrie, for Schwab, Morgan and 
ether central figures in the ship- 
yards scandal, this morning called 
the referee’s attention to the 
Workl’s publication of the corre- 
spondence between the promoters 
of the trust with reference to 
French investors and asked for an 
inquiry to ascertain who gave 
them out so that he might be cited 
for contempt. 

Mr. Guthrie was plainly discon- 
certed by the publication, as the 
letters put the methods of the 
promoters in a bad light. 

Mr. Wallman of counsel for the 
receiver, had a hot tilt with Guth- 
rie in which he denounced an in- 
sinuation that he or his associates 
gave out the letters, and said guany 
copies; of them existed, an that 
any one of many persons might 
give them out. 

It was finally agreed that all 
counsel involved would take up. 


the investigation. 
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was used in the correspondence to repre- 
sent Morgan, Harjis & Co., and, in one of 
the letters accredited to Mr. Alexander 
there appears the following: “I got a 
pledge rom .the Drexels that everything 
g should be said of the enterprise. 

One of the French underwriters vse 
named Schreyer and the following refer- 
ence was made~to him itn one of the. let- 
ters: 

‘tT hear he has a million dollars belong- 
ing to.one old woman to invest.at his own 
discretion.”’ 

In this mae letter there is also this state- 
ment: “Tt have cauged it to be known that 
a leading English banker’ has told me that 
I would get a million dollars in 2% hours— 
which is true, of course.”’ 


Found Them Hard

Another passage in this letter says: 

“I get down here every morning at 9 
o'clock, and am here as late as 6:30. 
drive these men with all the energy which 
Mr. Hyde might have shown in the eariy 
days of the Equitable, and they drive, I am 
bound to say, very well. I am delighted 
with the Oppenheims. I have yet to find 
them fail in erg, absolutely true and accu- 
rate. I am glad to hear that they are get- 
ting out of their trouble, and that they are 
likely to receive, now that the British are 
on tick, about ,000."" 

A letter dated July 28 sets forth that the 
situation had changed and that the writer 
had notified Oppenheim that all the French 
investors would be held to their ind'vidual 
liability. A postscript to this letter read 


thus: 

“Pp. §.—Since writing the above Rogniat 
(one of the undérwriters), came in a great 
state of excitement and said that he had 
been to see Harjes and asked whether they 
knew anyth'ng about the business; that he 
was accompanied by a man who spoke 
English and he listened; that the cashier 
did everything he could to speak badly 
about the business and said there were no 
quotations for the securities in New York 
and that they did not want anything to 


money for it. Rogniat was very indignant 
and came to me. 

“T saw young Harjes, who said that he 
had been very much prejudiced against 
the affair since seeing Young. ted 
became very indignant and said that I had 
not introduced Young; that he was a mere 
promoter, such"as Mr. Morgan constantly 
used In New York; said Rogniat was the 
man and that Rogniat told me this very

The Author of “Bev Blunt,” the Mis- 
souri Poltical Novel, Discharged 
From His Office of Deputy Clerk of 
the Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City. 


THE BOOK DEPICTS CLOSELY 
POLITICAL METHODS IN STATE

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 22.—Speea 
Mosby, author of “Ben Blunt,”’ the Mis- 
sourl political novel, has been discharged 
fro his office as deputy clerk of the 
Missouri supreme court because of his au- 
ee of this book, and: his successor 

as been appointed to take t 
a tne he office Jan. 

A rumor to this effect gained currency 
here today, and when Mr. Mosby was seen 
he showed no hesitancy in confirming the 
report. 

“It is true that I have been discharged,’’ 
said he, “and that I have not resigned.,- It 
was impossible for me to resign without 
conveying the impression that I had quit 
the office voluntarily, which is not the fact, 
I have’ been discharged because I wrote 
‘Ben Blunt.’ This, at least, is the only 
reason that has been given to me. The of- 
ficial atmosphere surrounding me has been 
noticeably chilly ever since the book ap- 
peared. 

“Why officilaldom should take umbrage 
at this book is hard to conceive; for, if 
the book is a true portrayal of political 
life in Missouri, as some of the reviewers 
seem to think,: then surely no Missouri pol- 
iticlan can complain at the truth; but if 
the book is not the truth, if it is only a 
meaningless bit of fiction which does not 
assume to depict conditions as they are 
and political life as it is, then wherein 
have I offended? 

“The book must be either fact or fiction. 
It is either the truth or it is not the truth. 
The shoe either fits or it does not. 

“Those who desire to make pe®sonal ap- 
plication of the characters in Ben Blunt 
are probably acting entirely within their 
legal rights. I have no power to prevent 
their doing so. But, whether I had right 
or wrong in writing this book, I am re- 
sponsible for it, and I have always pre- 
ferred.tea.consult my own nce r 
pthan-the—eonsctences of ‘other “men: 
whose acts I am not responsible, and whosé 
friendship, much as I cherish it, I cannot 
purchase at the price of disloyalty to my 
own convictions. Some of these gentie- 
men, I understand, are offended because 
their friends are applying to them the 
names of some of my characters. Tyhese 
wayward - children of my fancy have, it 
appears, become suddenly incarnate and 
the mysterious alchemy of public opinion 
has wrought into fiesh and .blood the pleas- 
ing fantasies with which I once beguiled 
the tedium of my leisure hours. But 
whether I dreamed the things I saw, or 
saw the things I dreamed the public gen- 
erally seems to like the book, and this is 
gratifying to my friends, whether my offi- 
Clal decapitation be so or not. 

“If any distinguished politicians insist 
that they recognize themselves in Ben 
Blunt, I sincerely trust that they. feel en- 
tirely worthy of that distinction. But so 
far as I am concerned, the book must 
speak for itself. I cannot write another 
book exptmining this.’’

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Thousands Late in Reaching Their 
Work Because of Shutting 
Down of System 


TRANSIT LINES CONGESTED 


Thousands of persons. both employers and 
employed, were late in reaching their work 
Tuesday as a result of accidents which to- 
tally crippled all lines operated by the St. 
Louls & Suburban Co. 

Not a car moved on the Suburban system 
Tuesday morning until-11 o'clock, and al- 
though the transit company placed extra 
cars on all lines in the territory where the 
Suburban is its competitor, it was not able 
to handle the extra traffic without diffi- 
culty, -- . ea. ee tes ad 
“KO “to the transit company offf- 
clals, the explosion at the Geyer and Mis- 
souril avenue power house did not seriously 
affect their service, as they secured power 
enough from other houses to handle the 
regular and extra cars. ; 

Before daylight every street cotner had 
its group of shivering persons who waited 
in vain for a car and then walked to the 
nearest transit line. This continued until 
11 o’clock, when the Suburban resumed ser- 
vice. 

The consequent congestion on the transit 
lines resulted in crowds at every corner, 
as well as in the cars. Many persons were 
from 30 to 45 minutes late in getting down- 
town. 

The trouble was greatest in the West 
End, where the Suburban handles a large 
volume of business, but almost al] parts 
of the city were affected. 

By 9 o’clock the crowds of business men 
and women had: given place to Christmas 
shoppers who were even more impatient 
at the delays. On the cars the aisles were 
packed and passengers hung on both plat- 
“forms. 

Most of the extra cars of the transit com- 
pany were on Olive street, Page avenue. 
Delmar avenue, Taylor avenue and Easton 
avenue lines. 

The tie-up of the Suburban was due to 
two explosions Monday. Early in the morn- 
ing a main supply pipe in the power-house 
at DeHodiamont sprang a leak which ne- 
cessitated a shutdown of the plant all day 


while repairs were made Officials an- 
nounced that they would resume the reg- 
vlar schedules at night. 

About 8-.o’clock just as the repairs had: 
been completed, the pipe. burst and this 
damage was not repaired until 11 o'clock 
Tuesday. Steam from the explosion 
scalded William Mahoney, a machinist, and 
he was also out on the face by flying tron. 

The only attempt to move cars om the 
Suburban during the tie-up was to run 
the cars which were stopped into the car 
sheds. This was done Monday night.

Mrs. James Checksfield of Bunker Hill 
Never Rallied After Boy’s 
Strange End. 


UNHELPED BY COUNTRY LIFE 


Grief over the tragic death of her only 
son, Ewart, 6 years old, who was poisoned 
July 29 last, hastened the death of 
Mrs. James W. Checksfield, at Bunker 
Hill, Til. 

Mrs. Checksfield had been an invalid 
more than a year when Ewart died. The 
events which followed his death, including 
the arrest of Mrs. Ida Guller, a neighbor, 
who was charged with poisoning the boy,

and her family feered that she

anxious for the safe- 
ty of her husband, believing that his life 
was in danger. 

During the weeks following the boy’s 
death, when Bunker Hill was divided into 
excited factions, Mrs. Checksfield was 
constantly watched by physicians and 
members of her family. She was unable to 
leave her room to attend the boy’s funeral. 

Checksfield had been employed by the 
dairy company in 8t. Louis until a month 
before the boy died. At his request the 
company sent him to Bunker Hill for Mrs. 
Checksfield’s health. She had been ill for 
18 months, and in St. Louis she grew con- 
stantly worse. 

Both she and her husband thought the 
country air at Bunker Hill and the quiet 
might benefit hérs; Their hopes were ful- 
filled during the first month of their life 
there. 


Helpless, She 


Saw Boy Die 

Then the boy's death caused a change, 
and Mrs. Checksfield’s decline from that 
time was rapid. The boy had been a bright 
little fellow. An only child. he had stayed 
with his mother ang entertained her when 
she was unable to go out of doors... When 
she was too ill to help herself, he had wait- 
ed on her, and. the attachment between 
them was very close. 

The boy left his mother the evening of 
July 29 to go to the dairy for a pail of milk. 
He returned in half an hour feeling ill, 
and died in an hour. 

Mrs. Checksfield, lying helpless on @ 
couch, saw the boy’s convulsions and 
watched him die. She never recovered from 
the shock. 

She and her husband were born in Kent, 
England, and came to the United States 
eight years ago. They lived in Memphis, 
Tenn., and in Medora, Ill, before coming 
to St. Louls about three years ago. While 
here they lived at 4536 Garfield avenue and 
Checksfield was employed at the Union 
dairy branch at 4500 Morgan street. 

Mrs. Checksfield was years old. Her 
funeral will be held at 10 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning in Christ pce al Church, 
Bunker Hill, and interment will be there.

It has been impossible to learn up to 


this time just what caused the explo- 
sion, but ft is agreed that this boiler 
which was cleaned out was one of the 
battery of seven which was wrecked. 


Persons who examined the wreck this 
morning say that this boiler was the 
only one which exploded, and the force 
of the explosion waa sufficien t te cause 
the great wreck which is visible. 

Edward Forman, chief engineer of the 
powerhonse, states that he examined the 
boilers not 15 minutes before the exple- 
sion, and accompanied by his water 
tender, found the supply of water in all 
the boilers was normal. He declares he 
is unable to explain the explosion. 


Those who oppose this plan hold that 
when steam is turned into the cold boller 
among redhot boilers the cold boiler ex- 
pands _rapidly, and the influence of the 
steam with the high temperature of the 
boiler room renders an explosion likely. 

It is hel@ that all of any battery should 
be retired. at once or none. Other engineers 
argue tHat one or any number of the boil- 
ers of a battery miliy be retired and cooled 
off with proper care and without danger, 

Engineer Forman took charge of the pow- 
erhouse in Septemrber last. He has been 
summoned to appear before the boiler in- 
spector, with all his assistants, this after- 
noon. 

The boilers which were wrecked were last 
inspected by the city boiler inspector in 
January, before the present inspector, Mr. 
Branch, took office. Mr. Branch stated to 
the Post-Dispatch this afternoon that he 
proposed to ascertain the cause of the ex- 
plosion at once, and that it would not be 
allowed to go on the records as wunex- 


plained. 
EXPLOSION IN THE COAL?

BOTH NATIONS SEEM TO BE

France and Great Britain Said to Be 
Redoubling Their Efforts to Main-

LONDON, Dec. 22.—France and Great 
Britain are redoubling their efforts at St, 
Petersburg and Tokio, respectively, to pre- 
vent a rupture between Russia and Ja-

Chicago Police Will Arrest Strikers 
if They Tarry There After Be- 
ing Ordered Away. 


FIRST UNION LABEL FUNERAL 


Wagon Carrying Body Bears Big 
Placard Announcing That Un- 
dertaker Pays “Fair” Scale 


CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—The police depart- 
ment today began a vigorous war on pickK- 
ets stationed by the striking livery drivers 
at the homes in which dead bodies lie. 
Chief O'Neill gave orders that, if the 
pickets refused to go away when told to 
do so, they should be arrested. 

‘‘This disgraceful business must come to 
an end,” he said. “This assault on the 
homes of the dead is doing Chicago a great 
deal of harm and must be dealt with se- 
verely. 

“The strike of the livery drivers is not 
the business of the police, but we will see 
that insult is not added to grief, and that 
Buch persons as wish to attempt to bury 
their dead may do so in peace.” 

Chief O'Neill then issued a general order 
to all inspectors of police on this line, He 
instructed the commanding officers to ac- 
company funerals in carriages, if circum- 
stances seemed to require it, to see that 
the last rites of the dead were in no way 
interfered with. 

While the courts have been inclined to 
permit peaceful picketing, Chief O'Neill's 
order tends to prohibit picketing of any 
kind around the houses o mourning. 
He declared that in his opinion «no 


ceurt would be found which would fail to 
sustain an act of such evident necessity 
and propriety as aes contemplated by the 
police departmen 

On top of Chief ‘OrNellI’s order comes the 
announcement that peace plans looking to 
a settlement of the strike had been 
launched. Through the efforts of the Chi- 
cago Board of Arbitration. which was 
largely instrumental in the settlement of 
the laundry strike last summer, a com- 
mittee of four was appointed at a meeting 
of the four Liverymen and Undertakers’ 
Associations to meet with a committee of 
four from the Drivers’ Union and endeavor 
to bring about an‘ amicable adjustment of 
the trouble.

Max D. Schultz Says His Share of 
Asylum Loot Came to $35 a 
Month 


Information secured by the health depart- 
ment in its investigation in the practice 
of “grafting’’ at the City Insane Asylum 
will .be sent to the grandjury Tuesday. 
and ten witnesses have been summoned to 
appear in connection with the case. In- 
dictments are expected to follow. 

The latest confession of grafting is from 
Max D. Schultz, who was ehief cook at the 
asylum until recently. In his affidavit 
Schultz lays bare a portion of the practices 
of the employes of the asylum and impli- 
cates fellow employes. 

R. Tee Gibson, who resigned from his po- 
sition as chief clerk at the asylum after 
the health department began its investi- 
gation, will be one of the witnesses before 
the grandjury. 

For his co-operation in the extensive 
system of grafting Schultz says’ he was 
paid $3% a month by a superior. This 
amount he divided among men who helped 
him and kept a goodly share for himself. 


Schultz says he also received money from | 


the sale of grease belonging to the asylum, 
kept a grocery and saloon provided with 
fresh meats and vegetables in return for 
drinks and gave steaks and roasts to a city 
fireman four days each week.

The rush of young men to St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati has been almost com- 
pletely’ stayed. The farmers’ boys are 
themselves members of the new organiza- 
tion, which has in a manner furnished at- 


the allurements of the city. 

The Farmers’ Relief Association is mod- 
cled somewhat upon the lines of the trades 
union, and embodies some of the best and 
most reasonable features of former Iill- 
born farmers’ associations. The central 
idea of the association is to make country 
life attractive. The founder, James H. 
England, contended that if in each school 
district the families could be brought into 
closer, social relations and the life given 
some little variety the problem would be 
solved. 

The school district was made the unit in 
the plan. The school teacher was raised 
from mere pedagogue to social arbiter. He 
is called the chairman of the community 
committee, and he sees that there is always 
‘“gome sort of doin’s,”’ as the people say.

TS OWN KNELL 


Citizens Once Carried Box Lists and 
Listened to the Number of 
Strokes. 


RANG CURFEW AND ANGELUS 


Church Steeples Used as Alarm Tow- 
ers Before Days of Electric 
Signals 
When the bell and bell tower at engine 
house No. 14, on Market street east of 


Fifteenth street; are sold the fire bell as 
in incident of St. Louis life will have passed 
away. 

For many years every engine house had a 
bell, which regularly rang out the noon 
hour and the hour of 9 at night. 

The tornado in 189% wrecked many of the 
bell towers, and the department then de- 
cided to do away with them. 

Very slowly, however, has the process of 
elimination been carried on. Each year 
a few bells and towers vanished. 

The bell of engine house No. 1, Broadway 
and Valentine street, was the latest to be 
removed. 

It is now in the hands of the mission- 
er of supplies, to whom all the old bells are 
turned over. He will sell it at auction, as 
he has the others. 

Chief Swingley explains that the reason 
the fire bell was discontinued is that the 
gong in the engine houses gives all the 
warning necessary to the fire department, 
and that there is no advantage in ringing 
out the location of a fire for the informa- 
tion of the pwblic. 

“In the old days everybody had a fire 
alarm book,"’ he explains, “and when the 
bells would ring, persons would stop, count 
the alarm, consult théir books, and if the 
location of the fire was within a mile of 
them, would run to see the blaze. 

“The result was that a large crowd of 


persons arrived at the scene of every fire 
along with the department. . Frequently 
crowds hampered the work of the firemen 
and increased the number of accidents.” 

The change from the fire bell plan to the 
present private alarm system was not made 
without protest from the public. Remon- 
strances against the change were made by 
persons residing near engine houses. Many 
of these persons had heard the bells ring 
out the noon and 9 o'clock neers from 
childhood, and without them the neighbor- 
hood seemed to lose its charm. o the 
children the silence of the bells was espe- 
cially disappointing. _ 

Residents of the Hyde Park neighbor- 
hood objected vigorously to the removal of 
the bell from engine house No. 8 on Salis- 
bury street, but their protest was frult- 
less and the old bell is now ringing over 
the cotton fields on a Louisiana planta- 
tion. 

The old bell of engine house No. 7 on 
Eighteenth street, near Park avenue, 
caused more interesting developments than 
any of its mates. During the tornado it 
was blown from its fastenings and dropped 
in the yard of a neighboring citizen. He 
impounded the bell for the damages it in- 
flicted on a building against which it fell. 
After falling in other efforts to secure it, 
the commissioner of supplies replevined 
the bell. 

The city has sold about 25 old bells, the 
buyers being country churches and plan- 
tation owners. 

Before the day of electric alarms bells 
were used to summon the volunteer firemen 
as well as the populace. 

At that time they were not placed in 
towers of the engine houses. Instead, they 
were hung in the steeples of the principal 
churches. Among the churches from whose 
spires the “alarm bells’’ rang out were the 
old Catholic Cathedral, at Third and Wal- 
nut streets, the Jesuit ‘Church, which stood 
at Ninth street and Washington avenue, 
and the Presbyterian Church, which has 
been converted into the Crawford Theater, 
at Fourteenth and Locust Streets. 

Ernest Hilgendorf of 40652 Delmar avenue, 
formerly superintendent and now chief op- 
erator of the municipal fire alarm service, 
was connected with the department as a 
young man. The church steeple bells were 
operated by clocks and it was his duty to 
wind the clocks. It was necessary for him 
to ascend into the steeples by night as well 
as by day to wind the large clocks. On his 
night visits he carried a lantern, and its 
flashing more than once caused stories to 
circulate of the presence of ghosts in the 
church steeples. 

When the department grew prosperous 
enough to place a bell In each station, the 
church bells were released from the extra 
duty of sounding fire warnings. 

Now the engine house bel] towers have 
been removed, and after No. 14's tower and 
hell are removed, there will be no reminder 
of the noon Angelus and the nightly cur- 
few which St. Louls heard for half a cen- 
tury.

As a boy he was a playmate of Rocke- 
feller, but, as young men, they drifted 
apart and, when Austig learned of the 
financial standing of his .old friend, 
he wrote him a letter of congratu- 
lations. Since then they have exchanged 
one or two letters annually. 

Several years ag0 Mr. Rockefeller’s 
friendship was the means of giving posi- 
tions to Austin’s two sons in the Standard 
Oil Company’s employ here. 

This year Mr. Rockefeller, learning of 
Austin’s misfortunes, paid the mortgage.
